1984 SUPER SHOOT 


PART ONE — THE SHOOTING: 


The 1984 Super Shoot, run by Skip 
Gordon, and contesting the sporter and 
heavy varmint classes, was held at George 
Kelbly’s Rifle Range in North Lawrence, 
Ohio on May 24-27. There were approxi- 
mately 190 shooters in the sporter class, 
and roughly 235 shooters in the heavy 
varmint class. 

The contestants were spared being 
rained on, but only barely. An hour or so 
after the final awards ceremony, at about 
eight o'clock Sunday night, the rains started 

. rains that were to drench the 
Northeast with five days of rain, and cause 
widespread flooding. During the first two 
days of the match, however, in sporter 
class, the winds were heavy, and switching 
constantly. Many well-known shooters 
never got any sort of a handle on the 
conditions, and it was sad to see them 
wandering about, whimpering to them- 
selves, tears staining their grubby little 
faces, and dejectedly dragging their 
security blankets behind them. George 
Kelbly has a sandbox on the grounds, for 
the youngsters to play in, while their parents 
play more expensive games. The box was 
constantly filled with benchrest shooters 
who were trying to forget their troubles by 
pushing a Tonka toy around for a few 
minutes. The Editor was in there almost 
constantly, along with his dentist buddy. 

Sporter class, 100 yards, went to the 
1983 Benchrest Shooter of the Year, Don 
Geraci, for a thoroughly imposing 
(considering the #@*?&%$ conditions) 
.2294 agg, which was enough to keep him 
one step ahead of the sport’s patriarch, 
Homer Culver, who was clipping right along 
on Mr. Geraci’s heels with a .2326 agg. It 
is indicative of how our sport feels about 
both shooters that a frequently heard re- 
mark afterwards was ‘‘! would have liked to 
see Homer win it .... and I'll bet even 
Geraci would have been pleased to see 
those top two positions swapped’. I'll buy 
that... . both sentiments! Top twenty, 100 
yards, sporter class: (1) Don Geraci, .2294;

The next day, at 200 yards, the wind was 
enough to make the immediate area eligible 
for federal grants, or seemingly so. How the 
dickens Don Geraci ever fired a .2534 range 
agg in the middle of all that wind, I'll never 
know. Suffice it to say that Geraci had the 
hammer down that day and nobody was 
anywhere near him! At 200 yards, top 
twenty: (1) Don Geraci, .2534; (2) Larry 
Scharnhorst, .3548; (3) Ron Hoehn, 3604;

The grand agg, of course, went to the guy 
who won both range aggs, a convincing win 
for the Cajun, far ahead of the rest of the 
field, during two days when a young 
hurricane hung over the local real estate. 
Anybody who wins both yardages in that 
kind of weather richly deserved his trophy

Don Geraci set new Super Shoot records 
for the sporter class at 100 yards, 200 
yards, and grand aggregate. It was 
beginning to dawn on some of us more 
astute types that the Cajun had indeed 
come to win the match. When this possi- 
bility was mentioned to him, he displayed 
neither great surprise nor incredulity. 

On Saturday morning, conditions had 
improved a bit, or at least seemed to have 


.... but the top twenty aggs do not bear 
this out. Maybe it was just that the wind was 
merely blowing, and not howling. Maybe we 
had all just come to accept the wind as part 
of the local real estate. At 100 yards, Tony 
Boyer proved up to the task, and took the 
win with a .2214 agg. Top twenty, heavy

On Sunday, at 200 yards, the final day of 
the match, things were better yet, and 
excluding the ungodly performance of Mr. 
Geraci in the sporter 200 yard .... well, 
compare the second place sporter agg of 
.3548, with the second place heavy varmint 
agg of .2192....or the tenth place sporter 
agg of .4464 with the tenth place heavy 
varmint agg of .2827. Nothing quite like a 
drop in the old wind speed to make a 
benchrest shooter feel like getting up in the 
morning! It’s sort of discouraging, wan- 
dering over to the motel window at 5:00 
a.m., opening the blinds, and seeing the 
trees outside nearly bent over to the 
ground, from the wind. Many benchrest 
shooters, under such circumstances have 
gone back to bed. 

So much for philosophy. At 200 yards, 
Clemson’s Finest Son, Fletcher Williams, 
never let up an iota .... a .250 warmup, 
followed by the first three groups of .225, 
.293, and .355 (pretty fair 100 yard groups; 
kindly recall that this was 200 yards), and 
from there Fletcher just coasted .... toa 
.1960 range agg, and a popular win for the 
good Mr. Williams. While there was to be 
no de-railing of the Williams express, Larry 
Earp wanted to keep Fletcher honest; the 
Earp .2192 agg was good for second place, 
and enough to cause Fletcher to occa- 
sionally look over his shoulder at the sound 
of approaching footsteps. From that point 
on, rounding out the top 20 were: (3) Jack

Came time for the heavy varmint grand 
agg, and that 200 yard masterpiece was 
just too much to overcome, and they gave 
the big trophy to the fellow in the orange 
Clemson sweat shirt, Fletcher Williams, for 
his .2494 grand agg. The second slot went 
to Larry Earp, also off his fine 200 yard 
performance, for a .2588 agg, and this time 
it was Mr. Earp looking over his shoulder, 
at Lowell Frei, who missed second place by 
a gnat’s eyebrow, with a .2589 agg. 
Rounding out the top twenty were: (4)

Finally, it was time for the award for the 
two gun, and this one ranks as one of the 
most prestigious titles in the sport. 

We'll save you a lot of tension, and 
guessing. After his sporter class blowout 
win, all Mr. Geraci had to do was to ‘‘coast’’, 
shoot defensively, and not make any big, 
glaring errors. While certainly ‘‘trying”’ in the 
heavy varmint class, at no time did | see Mr. 
Geraci taking on a ‘“‘life or death’’ coun- 
tenance. The eighth place in heavy varmint 
class was more than enough to give the two 
gun award to the Cajun, repeating his 
previous year’s victory. Top twenty, two 
gun: (1) Don Geraci, .2615; (2) Larry 
Scharnhorst, .3103; (3) Ron Hoehn, .3121;

It is very difficult to come away from the 
Super Shoot without some sort of an 
award, and there are a number of cate- 
gories that are annually awarded. I'll try to 
list as many as | can, andif|missone....

probably the worst kept secret in bench- 
rest, but the gentleman himself was still 
blissfully unaware. | looked over my 
shoulder, and some of his cronies, Don 
Jones, John Chrisman, Frank Jezioro, John 
Eaton, they were running around, bumping 
into each other, looking completely dis- 
combobulated, but HOMER CULVER was 
sitting there peacefully, probably wondering 
mildly why all his friends were milling about, 
and seemingly quite agitated over some 
obscure matter of some sort or other. 

Finally, the master of ceremonies said, ‘‘It 
is with a great deal of pride that | announce 
the name of the newest member of the 
NBRSA Hall of Fame .... ladies and 
gentlemen .... HOMER CULVER!” 

Homer just happens to be a much loved 
figure, a man who goes back to the very 
earliest days of our sport .... a tremen- 
dously accomplished shooter of the big gun

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PART THREE — 
THE BENCHREST MEMORIAL: 


At the 1983 Super Shoot, Skip Gordon 
laid the groundwork for a permanent 
benchrest memorial, to honor those who 
had passed on, but who had made sub- 
stantial contributions to the growth of the 
sport in their lifetimes. 

A committee was formed, to vote on the 
nominations received from the Super Shoot 
contributors of the initial $2,400 which was 
to serve to purchase the large plaque that 
was envisioned. There were eight com- 
mittee members: Walt Berger, Stan 
Buchtel, Wally Hart, T. J. Jackson, George 
Kelbly, Ferris Pindell, Ed Shilen, and Dave 
Brennan. With the exception of the final 
name, it was a most knowledgable as- 
sembly, and who represented a pretty good 
geographical distribution. There were 54 
names submitted for the committee to vote 
on. 

The Benchrest Memorial was unveiled at 
the 1984 Super Shoot, and even cranky, 
cantankerous types were in agreement that 
Skip Gordon had done an outstanding and 
imaginative job. The plaque is imposing, the 
inscription appropriate, and the placement 
of the plaque, at one of the major benchrest 
ranges, is well done. 

Those voted into the Memorial, on the 
first vote: MARIE BROWN, HARVEY 
DONALDSON, PAUL GOTTSCHALL, 
CLYDE HART, BOB HART, HARRY 
MADDEN, WARREN PAGE, and RALPH 
STOLLE. 

Finally, at the base of the Memorial 
plaque, has been set aside for those with 
30 points or more in Super Shoot com- 
petition. To show that the requirements are 
tough indeed .. . . there have been twelve 
Super Shoots to date .... but only one 
individual has qualified .... and his name 
now appears on the plaque. Who else, but 
the likeable Cajun .... Don Geraci? 

The Benchrest Memorial is a shooter- 
sponsored endeavor .... one that many 
felt was long overdue. Its permanent in- 
stallation on the site of the Super Shoot is 
but the first step in the establishment of 
another long-held dream — a Benchrest 
Museum.

The Hart front pedestal has been a 
useful, well made accessory for the bench 
rest shooter for over twenty five years. It 
offers a wide adjustment range in elevation, 
often missing in other pedestals, and often 
a necessary feature at some ranges that 
require shooting up or down hill. Robert W. 
Hart & Son now offer a kit to upgrade those 
Hart pedestals in use to the front bag 
assembly designed by Bill Forrester several 
years ago and now widely used by com- 
petitive bench resters. 

The new competitive top and sandbag kit 
is made up of a replacement top and ad- 
justment screw assembly, two bag hold- 
down plates, two side bag supports, six 
8-32 X 1/2” oval head allen screws, two 
Ya-20 X 1/2” oval head allen screws and a 
sand bag. The kit price is $29.95. The kit 
can be installed in only a few minutes. An 
allen wrench in 3/32” and one in 5/32” will 
be required. 

The basic varmint class Hart front 
pedestal is offered for $79.15 and the same 
pedestal offered with the competitive top 
and sand bagis priced at $93.80. The heavy

bench class pedestal is listed at $90.25. 
Individual tops are also offered. 

The Hart pedestal has two vertical ad- 
justments at the center-sliding rise with tee 
handle lock and a threaded rise with tee 
handle lock. The Hart pedestal runs close 
to 13 pounds. 

The current IBS rules require a minimum 
of 1/2’ between the top of the bag support 
platform and the top of the sandbag under 
flat underside of the rifles forearm. Two 
cups of sand will fill the bag. The best sand 
| have found for sand bag use is that which 
is sold for kids sandboxes. | talked my 
grandchild out of a few cups. 

This type of bag will be a welcome item 
for those who find the 1012 pound rifles 
somewhat difficult to control on the bags 
compared with a Heavy Varmint rifle. My 
Hart Competitive kit was installed and the 
first tryout was conducted by Connie and 
her newly barreled Heavy Varmint. Her first 
group was .090” and the prompt an- 
nouncement that if | wanted to use one, I’d 
best order another. Robert W. Hart and Son 
will send their latest catalog for $1.00 for 


postage. See their ad in these pages. 
Almost two years ago, Lyman’s Vice 
President, Kenneth Ramage, sent an item 
for my evaluation which | have been waiting 
for for years. I’ve often wondered just how 
accurate my powder scales are. But the 
required master weights are first of all hard 
to find, and second, usually quite costly. 
Lyman now offers this item for the hand- 
loader and at a very reasonable price. 
Lyman’s Check Weight Set makes possible 
the checking of basic accuracy as well as 
the scales ability to repeat and to properly 
adjust the scale when out of adjustment. 
The weight set consists of ten weights 
totalling 210.5 grains: One each .5 and 1 gr, 
two of 2 gr, one of 5 gr, one of 10 gr, two 
of 20 gr, and one each of 50 and 100 gr. 
This selection has the ability of checking a 
scale at several points throughout its 
weighing range. The weights are stored in 
a dust proof box in a foam insert to prevent 
weight damage and forceps which are used 
in moving around the weights, and should 
always be used to avoid contamination of 
the weights from skin oil. Dirty, sticky

master weights are not going to be very 
useful for our purpose. 

The little master weights are manufac- 
tured in accordance with National Bureau 
of Standards (NSF) Class F tolerances, 
which is not at all shabby tolerances. 
Weight values up to 5 grains are made of 
aluminum, the balance of the master 
weights are made of stainless steel. 

With the arrival of the set, an evaluation 
by checking some ten powder scales of 
different makes and models was made, 
ranging in age from new out-of-the-box to 
scales thirty years old. The first thing that 
became very evident was that any accu- 
mulation of dust, dirt or corrosion on the 
scale beam, pan and other minor parts has 
some effect on scale performance and 
accuracy. Second, a scale that has been 
misused and abused has lost its accuracy 
and its repeatability is the pits. The oldest 
scale has had good care and its errors were 
the greatest until it was cleaned of corrosion 
and dust, and it still had undesirable error 
in its higher range. 

Some scales, regardless of age, have 
different degrees of error throughout their 
weighing range. This can be promptly 
checked after setting up the scale for use, 
then minor corrections made for a perfect 
reading with the .1 poise or the scale’s 
built-in correction adjustment on the beam 
assembly which most scales have on 
today’s models. 

All scales checked, used or new out of the 
box, had some minor error. In every case 
the error would be no safety problem even

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when loading large volume cases at 
maximum loads such as the .300 Wea- 
therby Magnum and its 80 grain plus loads. 

Almost all of today’s powder scales have 
some sort of damping feature. | have in- 
dicated in the past that | don’t really like the 
feature because | don’t trust a beam that 
isn’t moving some minor amount up and 
down (which proves it’s not hung up). The 
weight set can quickly check the freedom 
of the beam and scale repeatability, and 
assures nothing is causing error. It also will 
indicate when the scale needs cleaning. 

The Check Weight Set is priced at 
$19.95. The newest Lyman catalog can be 
had by writing Lyman Products Corpora- 
tion, Route 147, Middlefield, CT 06455 or 
see your nearest Lyman dealer.

| shipped the bedded action and stock off 
to Harold Broughton, with a request that he 
install a light varmint class barrel on the 
critter, with a .240 Long Coyote cham- 
bering. Shortly | received a letter from 
Harold, that the completed job was on the 
way back to me, with a detailed letter of 
instructions. It inferred that Harold did not 
wish me to blow my fool head off, or to 
damage his handiwork . . . . the latter being 
presumably several times more important 
than the former. 

| found the letter to be quite interesting, 
and I’m reprinting it herewith; this way if 
several hundred shooters read it, SOME- 
BODY should be able to explain things to 
me at the first match where | try it.

Dear Dave, 

Your rifle is on the way back to you, via 
U.P.S. 

The barrel is a full heavy varmint taper, 
four groove tube, cut off to nineteen inches. 
Short and fat, as your request went. 

Using the six bullets that you sent me 
(Euber 68 grain boat-tails), | set the bullet 
seater so that the bullets do not touch the 
lands. If you will place a .010 feeler gauge 
between the seater body and the seating 
stem, the bullets will then touch the lands. 
| have found that they shoot very well for 
me this way. You can experiment with the 
seating depth this way, by using thicker 
feeler gauges to seat them hard into the 
lands, but they just don’t work as well, for 
me anyway, as they do when not touching. 
If you will measure and record the length of 
the seating stem as provided, you can run 
the bullets in further if you want to try that; 
then you can work your way back to the 
point where it is now. 

| have shot more 62 grain bullets in my 
Long Coyotes than | have shot 68 grain 
bullets. | have only used one powder with 
the 68’s, and that was H322. The lot of 
powder that | use with a setting of 49 on 
MY Culver measure weighs 27.0 grains. If 
you use much more than 27 grains, the 
pressure signs are there, and cases will 
start to get tight. | use 28.0 grains of this 
same powder with the 62 grain bullet. 

| also made you a die to set the shoulder 
back with, in case you get carried away, and 
load too much powder, and the cases get 
tight. The die is made .007 shorter than my 
headspace gauge. You probably will never 
need this, except when you use it to form 
new cases. If a case gets tight on me, | put 
it in my press with the ram up, then screw 
the die down as far as | can against the 
case; then ease the die down a little at a

time, and try it in the gun until they goin easy 
.... then lock the die down. The die is soft, 
as it is made from a piece of rifle barrel, but 
will last a very long time if you will keep it 
clean, and be sure that the cases you run 
through it are real clean. When you want to 
make some new brass, screw the die down 
against the shell holder, and run the .220 
Russian brass through it before the necks 
are expanded. Then set up a full length 
6PPC die down against the shell holder and 
expand the necks while sizing the case. 

The neck diameter of my reamer is .261, 
and the cases that | turned for you measure 
.0082 thickness, which is about right for 
your bullets. A Jones sizing die in 6PPC will 
work for this cartridge because the die is 
straight, and the heads are the same size. 

You will also find a case neck length 
gauge included. This was cut with the same 
reamer as the chamber, and is faced off to 
the exact maximum length of the neck. | 
doubt if they will ever grow enough to be 
too long. 

You will also want to trim the brass to a 
uniform length after fire forming. Fire 
forming actually shortens the brass some, 
and they probably will be around .025 
shorter than maximum length after fire 
forming. 

You will find a little resistance to closing 
the bolt on the cases before fireforming. 
This was done so that the case head will 
be tight against the bolt when fireforming. 
After they are shot, however, they will fall 
right into the chamber. 

Dave, | hope that you are pleased with 
the four groove barrel and the cartridge. 
They both are shooting well for us here. | 
can honestly say that | have never had any 
barrels from anyone before that had a better 
interior finish or more uniform dimensions. 
| say this after fitting a bunch of them, so 
it is really so. 

It's going to hard press me to make a 
barrel this good. I’m pretty far along with my 
own barrel making setup, but still have a 
few more things yet to do on my equipment. 
I’m really in no hurry; when and if | do get 
some out, they are going to be right, or 
they're not going out the door.

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Practical Target Statistics: Playing the Odds Wisely 


Why Shooters Need Statistics 

Target groups from the same rifle-am- 
munition system vary in size just as people 
(from the same Creator) vary in height. 

Imagine a large theater containing a 
representative sample of the adult popu- 
lation, with some short, some tall, and most 
in between. If you stood outside the exit and 
watched the people emerge, could you 
predict who’d come out first? It might be a 
midget, though at a low level of probability. 
And who would be second, third, fourth, 
fifth? Maybe some tall people would 
emerge in a row, because the order of 
heights would be random from your point 
of view and random order allows occasional 
clustering, as in a gambler’s ‘‘winning 
streak.’’ Then how reliable would be the 
average height of the first five people as an 
estimate of the average height for the whole 
crowd? How much more reliable would be 
the average height of the first ten, instead 
of five, people? These are statistical 
questions. 

Now, arifle stuffed with target groups, as 
it were, is analogous to our theater. With the 
same shooter and the same ammunition, a 
rifle will randomly spit out a few tight 
groups, many in-between ones, and a few 
relatively-large ones. Sometimes a few tight 
ones will appear in a row, which could make 
for a ‘good day’”’ at the range. Then, since 
group sizes vary with the same ammunition, 
how significant are size differences 
“caused’’ by switching ammunition? In 
being aware that small differences in group 
size aren't to be trusted, experienced 
shooters are already using statistics. Thus 
statistics, which means being savvy by the 
numbers, is unavoidable, and we might as 
well make the most intelligent use of it. Like 
it or not, targetshooting is a statistical 
game.

Basic Assumption 

In order to interpret accuracy data via 
probabilities, we must assume that the 
shooter-rifle-ammunition system gives 
groups that vary in size in the same random 
way, albeit more greatly due to the 
shooter’s influence, as would groups from 
an idealized, machine-rested rifle in still air. 
Though the shooter can never be sure that 
no systematic (non-random) errors are 
intruding, the assumption will be safe 
enough for our purposes (playing the odds) 
if we guard against anomalies such as 
barrel-warping (if necessary, let the barrel 
cool several minutes between shots), gusts 
of wind (try again on acalm day), or flinching 
or jerking the trigger (start another group). 

Based on this unavoidable assumption, 
without which all is confusion, numerical 
rules for judging relative accuracy from 
target group sizes will be given. But first 
we'll mention the variation of individual 
groups, average group size versus number 
of shots, wandering of groups on the target, 
the ‘‘lethal circle’ concept (of interest to 
hunters), the interaction of shooter and rifle, 
and the meaning of strings and other 
patterns of shots. 

Mathematical details are outside the 
scope of this article, which is meant to be 
“statistics for shooters who hate statistics” 
because of its easy-to-use methods, so 
suffice it to say that what follows is derived 
from a conceptual model (‘‘Theoretical 
Target Groups,”’ by J. M. Kolyer, Rifle, 
Nov.-Dec. 1982, pages 34-37) and a 
subsequent 1000-shot test to confirm the 
theory (‘‘Inherent Variability of Target 
Groups,’ by J. M. Kolyer, Precision 
Shooting, May 1984). The conclusions (as 
well as the basic assumption of random- 
ness, of course) are consistent with con- 
ventional statistical treatments (e.g.,

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‘Statistics for Handloaders,” by D. Mar- 
shall, in Lyman Reloading Handbook, 46th 
Edition, C. K. Ramage, Editor, pages 
140-147) but go beyond them by providing 
simplified ratio criteria. 

Variation of Individual Groups 

A measure of variability is extreme 
spread, which can be expressed as the ratio 
of largest to smallest groups in a string. For 
strings of five 5-shot groups, the median 
ratio of largest to smallest groups is 2.1 
(‘‘median’”’ is the number than which half the 
ratios are smaller, half larger). For strings of 
five 10-shot groups, which are less variable 
than 5-shot groups, the median ratio falls to 
1.6. 

Individual ratios may be large, e.g. 4.7 or 
even 6.9 (test data in American Rifleman, 
March and Nov., 1982) for strings of five 
5-shot groups. Flyers are to blame, but they 
can be — and are assumed to be — part 
of the inherent, random scatter of shots and 
must be included. Never throw out a flyer; 
if you feel strongly that you caused it by 
flinching or jerking the trigger, start another 
group. 

Averge Group Size Versus 
Number of Shots 

In Table 1, the 5-shot group size is given 
as 1.00 because 5-shot groups are the 
most common. Group size is the distance 
between centers of the farthest-apart 
shots.

Remembering that these relative sizes 
are averages for a large number of groups 
(all for the same rifle-ammunition system, of 
course), we can use Table 1 to translate 
size data. For example, many of us think in 
terms of 5-shot groups, so if we read about 
a 0.81-inch 3-shot group we can translate 
it to a (0.81) (1.00/0.76) = 1.07-inch 5-shot 
group (in average terms) in order to get a 
better feel for its magnitude. 

Wandering of Groups on the Target 

The center of an individual group is often 
noticeably distant from the point of aim 
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because the bullets which made that group 
have tended to fly off to one side. Re- 
member that a random order allows 
clustering, such as tossing a few heads or 
tails in a row. As there are reasons (e.g., 
genetic, nutritional) for people’s varying 
heights, there’s a reason why a bullet veers 
right or left, but it is beyond our ken; what 
matters is that the veering is random from 
shot to shot. Examples of groups off-center 
due to chance (random bullet deviation) are 
illustrated in the above-cited Rifle article. 

Quantitatively, the mean (average) 
deviation of a 5-shot group from the point 
of aim is 0.16 times the mean group size, 
with the upper 10% of deviations being 0.3 
to about 0.5 times the mean group size. 
These larger deviations give conspicuous 
“wandering.” 

The point is to be aware that some 
degree of wandering is natural. On the other 
hand, if the straying is larger than half the 
averge group size, or if a progressive, 
unidirectional shift is noticed, the scope may 
be slipping internally or on its mounts. 
The “Lethal Circle” 

Table 2 gives diameters of the circle 
around the point of aim wherein various 
percentage of total shots will fall. Like group 
size, the circle is for centers of shots.

Random wandering of groups has been 
accounted for in the calculation. 

Example: The lethal target area on a 
varmint is a 3-inch circle. Assuming that my 
point of aim is the collective center of a large 
number of shots, not just the shots in a 
single group, what MOA (minute of angle) 
accuracy (mean of many 5-shot groups) do 
| need to bag 90% of the varmints at 200 
yards? Calling the group size ‘‘x,’’ the table 
says that 3/x = 1.54. Then, x = 3/1.54 =

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1.95 inches at 200 yards or 0.97 inch at 100 
yards. This is about 1 MOA. 

Incidentally, a lethal circle diameter of the 
bullet’s caliber means ‘‘pinpoint accuracy”’ 
because the center of the circle is always 
hit. 

Strings and Other Patterns 

Don’t jump to conclusions regarding 
strings (vertical, horizontal, or diagonal), 
pairs or trios of close shots, or four close 
shots plus a flyer, because all these pat- 
terns can occur by chance (random shot- 
to-shot bullet deviation) as illustrated in the 
above-cited Rifle article. 

For example, occasional vertical string- 
ing probably doesn’t mean anything, but if 
it happens consistently at the beginning of 
shooting sessions the barrel may be 
warping as it heats up (‘‘Back to the Basics 
of the Bench,” by S. W. Trzoniec, Gun 
World, Feb. 1979, pages 52-55). As the 
heating barrel distorts, the shots may even 
conspicuously ‘‘walk up the paper.” 
Interaction of Shooter and Rifle 

If a rifle-ammunition system shoots 3 
MOA and the shooter is capable of 5 MOA 
(say, from a standing position), he will not 
shoot 5+3=8 MOA but the square root of 
the sum of the squares of 3 and 5, which 
is 5.8 MOA. Thus a rifle’s accuracy can get 
“lost” ina shooter's inaccuracy. This is why 
the consensus of opinion is that a 3-MOA 
rifle is good enough for ordinary big-game 
hunting purposes. 

Decisions Based on Group Size 

Having said something of how groups 

vary and wander, hit probabilities, and the

tendency of shots to fall into accidental 
patterns, we come to the ‘‘bottom line’: 
how to play the odds in deciding between 
handloads, brands of ammunition, etc. 

Ratios will be used. Many people are 
made ill by equations with strange symbols 
such as a capital X with a bar over it 
(meaning ‘‘average’’), but by using ratios 
we dispense with all that. You need perform 
only two arithmetical operations: (1) finding 
the mean (average) by summing the in- 
dividual group sizes and dividing by the 
number of groups, and (2) finding the ratio 
of two groups, or of two means, by dividing 
the larger by the smaller. Statistics get no 
easier than this. 

Let’s call the larger group (or mean of 
groups) ‘‘A”’ and the smaller ‘‘B.’’ Then 
we'll work with the ratio A/B. 

Of course, this ratio will usually be more 
than one, so that B seems to represent 
greater accuracy than A, but what are the 
odds that this is really so? Table 3 gives the 
answers. 


Regarding the confidence levels in Table 
3, you can be a gambler, a workman, or a 
scientist. A gambler will play any favorable 
odds and accept low-confidence results 
(less than 80% probability); he doesn’t even 
need the table. A workman wants rough 
(fair-good) confidence (80-90% probability). 
But a scientist or engineer needs 95% or 
even 98% probability so that he can build 
on the data with assurance that it’s more 
like rock than sand. Incidentally, even at 
99.99% probability a scientist would have 
assumed that an Irish Sweepstakes winner 
would lose; error is always possible, and 
statistics doesn’t promise us a rose garden. 

In the author’s opinion, serious shooters 
should at least be workmanlike and insist 
on 80% probability (a 1 in 5 chance to be 
wrong, which is risk enough). This means 
an A/B ratio of at least 1.2 for means of five 
5-shot groups or 1.1 for means of ten 5-shot 
groups or five 10-shot groups. In general, 
to do reasonably thorough testing shoot a 
string of five 5-shot groups with expensive 
ammunition or a string of ten with cheap 
ammunition. 

Example 1: A handloader chooses load 
B over load A on the basis of A/B=1.4 for 


a single pair of 3-shot groups. Is he right? 
Maybe, but he has a 30% chance to be 
wrong and is jumping to conclusions. 
Unfortunately, this sort of mistake — or 
rashness — seems commonplace. 

Example 2: Before stock-bedding, a rifle 
gave three 5-shot groups of 1.68, 1.81, and 
2.50 inches, and after bedding it gave a 
five-group string of 2.44, 1.50, 1.75, 1.50, 
and 2.25 inches. Did bedding help? The 
means are, respectively, 2.00 and 1.89 
inches, so A (unbedded) /B (bedded) = 
2.00/1.89 = 1.06, and we must have even 
less confidence than the table shows be- 
cause one of the strings had only 3 instead 
of 5 groups. The probability that bedding 
helped is roughly 60%, little better than a 
toss-up (50%). Assume that the effort was 
wasted. 

Example 3: In a gun magazine report, a 
muzzle-loading rifle gave a 3-shot group of 
0.533 inch with 60 grains of powder, and 
the next group ‘‘opened up”’ to 0.783 with 
80 grains. Did the increased charge really 
decrease accuracy? The ratio A/B = 
0.783/0.533 =1.47, which Table 3 tells us 
is in the low-confidence range, something 
like 70%. A 30% chance to be wrong is

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excessive, and more groups should be fired 
to decide the issue. This would be espe- 
cially true if the purpose were hunting, 
where velocity and striking power are 
crucial. Then by jumping to conclusions we 
might throw out the powder charge which 
is not only equally or more accurate but 
certainly more lethal. 

Example 4: For means of five 5-shot 
groups, a pistol gave 1.7 inches with 
ammunition A and 1.1 inches with am- 
munition B. ls B more accurate? Yes, with 
a probability or more than 98%. This is an 
example of good practice (firing a string of 
five groups) and of a relatively secure 
decision. 

Conclusion 

We've seen what statistics has to offer: 
confidence levels. In practice, the confi- 
dence demanded will relate to the im- 
portance of the decision. For example, a 
varmint-hunter who needs high accuracy 
and is developing a standard handload, of 
which hundreds of rounds will be made, 
may well insist on 95% probability and 
shoot quite a few groups to get it. But a 
plinker comparing .22 Long Rifle brands 
before buying a few more boxes of one of 
them may accept any confidence over 50% 
as better than tossing a coin. 

Certainly shooters should be aware of the 
odds to avoid jumping to conclusions. 
Examples of the perils of rash decisions are 
taking a false trail in handload development, 
condemning a rifle that hasn’t been given a 
fair chance, buying unnecessarily-expen- 
sive ammunition, or sacrificing lethality 
based on a mistaken judgment of accuracy. 

Knowledge, even only of probabilities, is 
better than ignorance. The only alternative 
to applying statistics is to fall back on 
intuition, believing the data we want to 
believe, but such defeatism seems unwise 
and unnecessary. Though we can’t attain 
certainty, we should have the odds with us.

Dear Mr. Stevens, 

| just finished reading your excellent 
article, ‘‘Hunter Class Performance 
Evaluation’, which provided some inter- 
esting ideas | will incorporate in my own 
statistical analysis of marksmanship, es- 
pecially programming a small computer to 
handle the arithmetic. Though not a 
benchrester, a statistical comparison is 
useful in answering some of the long 
debated questions of blackpowder shoot- 
ing. For example, ‘ls a patched round ball 
really more accurate than a lubed 
maxiball?’’ The mathematics and test 
procedures are the same as you employ, 
with the exception that 10 shots are fre- 
quently adequate for statistical sensitivity. 

You ask the rhetorical question on p. 23 
of the article, ‘‘“What causes the doughnut 
group distribution?’’ Probably the reason is 
that the distribution is circular, not normal, 
and that it is supposed to be doughnut 
shaped. You correctly state on p. 22, ‘Ina 
normal distribution 68% of the events occur 
in the first interval of the standard deviation 
while 28% occur in the second interval and 
only 4% occur in the third or higher in- 
tervals.”’ In a circular distribution, which is 
applicable to target groups, assuming the 
X-axis and Y-axis standard deviations are 
approximately the same, 39% of the events 
occur in the first interval, 47% in the second 
interval, and 14% in the third or higher 
intervals. It is interesting that you have 
discovered in practice what the mathe- 
maticians say ought to occur in theory. 
Some references are enclosed which you 
might find helpful.

Thank you for your letter of March 15, 
1983. Rationalizations are not always true 
and the one | made certainly was not. | can 
now see from the text pages you supplied 
that a doughnut group would be expected 
from the interaction of normal X and Y 
distributions. The only question | had then; 
were the X and Y distributions normal? 
Having the. data for figures 4, 5 and 6 in 
computer memory | added a short program 
addition to determine the standard devia- 
tion intervals for the data. The result was 
an almost normal distribution for the data 
of each figure: 59%/39%/2% for X and 
65%/33%/2% for Y of figure 4, 
59%/35%/6% for X and 63%/33%/4% for 
Y of Figure 5. 65%/31%/4% for X and 
69%/27%/4% for Y of Figure 6. 

| have to conclude that the doughnut 
group shapes are indeed expected and that 
the barrel vibration and bullet balance 
explanations contribute less to group shape 
than previously thought. 

Again, thank you for your contribution. | 
am writing a letter to the Editor of Precision 
Shooting pointing out your correction.

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A COMPUTER FOR BENCHREST MATCHES 


The original article that | wrote on 
computers consisted of ten pages, single 
spaced, and gave the history and inner 
workings of micro-computers with a critical 
analysis of the more popular computers. It 
was re-edited and refined at least fifty times. 
After reading it at least one hundred times 
| decided it was all crap. It was too simple 
and boring for the few computer know- 
ledgable readers and the rest wouldn’t give 
a shit anyway. The bottom line that most 
people want to know is threefold: what kind 
of computer to buy; what kind of software 
or program to use; and most importantly 
how much is it going to cost me or my club? 

All three questions really revolve around 
how much money you can spend. Most 
persons or clubs simply cannot afford to 
spend thousands of dollars for a custom 
program for benchrest matches. The only 
alternative is to use a ‘‘spreadsheet’’ 
program which can be purchased on the 
discount market in the range of $160.00 to 
$300.00. Some of the most popular are 
Visicalc, Supercalc and Lotus 1-2-3. These 
programs are much easier to use and are 
superior to older custom benchrest pro- 
grams written in basic. ‘‘Spreadsheet’’ 
programs are designed to set up models for 
financial statements, e.g. balance sheets, 
income statements, ledger sheets, etc. The 
columns and rows can have text, numbers 
and formulas entered into them. The 
formulas do not appear in the spreadsheet 
but reflect the sum or product of the col- 
umns or rows it applies to. I’ve probably 
confused you already! However, imagine

the spreadsheet used for benchrest 
matches as having the first column for the 
competitor number; the second column for 
the competitor name; columns three 
through seven for each of the five matches; 
and the eighth column for the aggregate. 
Data or match scores are entered into 
columns three through seven. The 
aggregate column (eighth column) has a 
formula in it which adds up the match 
scores in each row for each competitor in 
columns three through seven and divides by 
five, ten or two, depending on which 
aggregate is computed. (Actually an 
average function is placed in the aggregate 
column in order to show a running average 
after each relay or match is fired.) 

All micro-computers have different ver- 
sions of spreadsheet programs that you 
can purchase very reasonably. However, 
the older micro-computers as Apple Il, 
Osborne, Kay-Pro, etc. simply do not have 
a large enough central processing unit (CPU 
chip) and internal memory to handle large 
spreadsheets. The only micro-computers 
presently on the market to handle these 
large spreadsheets are the IBM Personal 
Computer (IBM-PC) and the IBM-PC ‘‘look 
alike’’ compatible computers. Both Apple 
(Macintosh and Radio Shack (2000) have 
micro-computers that are even more ad- 
vanced than the IBM-PC but software is 
very limited. Other more advanced com- 
puters are simply too expensive. 

The most popular spreadsheet program 
for the IBM-PC is known as Lotus 1-2-3. It 
now sells on the discount market for ap-

proximately $300.00. The introduction of 
this program was an instant success and is 
now the best selling program in the world. 

Unlike Lotus 1-2-3, the older spreadsheet 
programs were very limited in formatting 
and did not have a sort. However, these 
programs have been updated to provide 
these functions, e.g.,Visicalc IV, Supercalc 
3, etc. Because of the large amount of 
memory needed to run these programs only 
the IBM-PC can handle the improved 
versions. 

All spreadsheet programs, including 
Lotus 1-2-3, use commands that are very 
similar. These commands are relatively 
easy to learn and most persons can learn 
to operate a spreadsheet program by 
devoting about two to three hours a night 
for two to three weeks. Lotus 1-2-3 even 
has a ‘‘tutorial’’ disc to help you along. An 
example of a command would be the print 
command. All spreadsheet programs use 
the ‘‘/’’ typed from the keyboard to institute 
commands. You would then type a ‘‘P”’ to 
institute the print command. You then 
specify that part of the spreadsheet you 
want typed, e.g., A1 through H25. 
(Columns are identified by letters A, B, C, 
etc. and rows by numbers, 1, 2, 3, etc.) You 
then type ‘‘G”’ for “go” and your printer 
types out the spreadsheet. There are 
“save” and ‘‘retrieve’’ commands to store 
and retrieve data from the discs. There are 
sort commands, formatting commands, 
etc. Lotus 1-2-3 allows you to program 
these commands by typing them in a part 
of the spreadsheet not being used and 
assigning a letter to the beginning of the 
commands, such as ‘‘A’’, ‘‘B’, “‘S’’, etc.

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Then by merely pressing the ‘‘Alt’’ button 
down on the IBM-PC and the letter, the 
commands are automatically processed 
without them being entered manually from 
the keyboard. All of this can be stored on 
a disc and recalled at a later time. I’ve 
probably lost half my readers with all of this 
technical hodge podge so I'll give you an 
example of how the IBM-PC and the Lotus 
1-2-3 program works for a benchrest 
match. 

Our Crawfish Invitational matches 
consist of a Light Varmint and Heavy 
Varmint match with a two gun aggregate. 
| now have four models | use with the Lotus 
1-2-3 program. | named these models: Light 
Varmint 100; Light Varmint 200; Heavy 
Varmint 100; and Heavy Varmint 200. | use 
four models to speed up printing and 
storage and retrieval from the discs. Each 
model is set up before the match with all the 
formatting commands, as headings, col- 
umn widths, decimal places, formulas, text 
entries, etc. Also the commands needed 
during the match are typed on an unused 
part of the spreadsheet and assigned a 
letter. These models are then stored on a 
disc and can be reused for every match. 

For the morning of the first days shoot | 
recall the Light Varmint 100 model. | then 
type in the competitor number and name in 
the first two columns. | then use the cursors 
(buttons that move you around the 
spreadsheet) to move to column ‘‘C”’ that 
represents Match 1 and opposite the first 
competitor on that row. | type in his match 
score, e.g. .211, and press the downward 
cursor button. This enters this number and 
goes down to the next competitor where his 
score is entered, etc. (| use a special 
command that allows me to use the numeric 
keypad and automatically enters the data 
and moves the cursor down to the next 
competitor.) After | have entered all data for 
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that relay | press the “‘Alt’’ button and the 
letter ‘‘A’’. This automatically processes 
the commands under ‘‘A’’ which stores the 
data on disc; computes the running average 
in the aggregate column; and then prints out 
the spreadsheet. After each match | press 
“Alt”? with ‘‘B” which stores the data on 
disc; computes a running average on the 
aggregate; then sorts that match and prints 
out the Top 5 in ascending order; then sorts 
the running average of the 100 Yard 
Aggregate and prints out the Top 20 in 
ascending order; sorts all competitors al- 
phabetically and gives the place in the 
aggregate of each competitor; prints this 
out; and finally retrieves the original data so 
other match scores can be entered by 
competitor number. Data is stored on disc 
after each relay and match in case of power 
failure. A power failure will cause all data in 
the machine to be lost but does not affect 
data on the discs. Thus if the electricity goes 
off during a match, all you do is re-enter the 
data from the disc when the power comes 
back on and re-enter the scores from the 
last relay. 

All of this is repeated for the other models 
with aggregates from one model being 
transferred to another to compute the 
grand aggregates and two gun aggregate. 
This is done by a series of commands listed 
under ‘‘S’’ or setup. Thus on the afternoon 
of the second day you will be using the 
Heavy Varmint 200 model. It will list the 200 
Yard Aggregate, Grand Aggregate and 
Two Gun Aggregate. After each match it 
will list and print out the Top 20 in ascending 
order in each of the above aggregates from 
their running average; the Top 5 in that 


match; and list the shooters alphabetically 
with their place in each aggregate. For one 
hundred competitors it will compute and 
print out the results in less than five minutes. 
Lotus 1-2-3 (written in assembly language) 
is extremely fast and will sort in the blink of 
an eye. The printer slows down the 
operation. Use of a ‘‘hard’’ disc and print 
buffer would speed this up considerably. 

The final question: how much is it going 
to cost?! The IBM-PC with two discs, 256K 
RAM (internal memory) without color will 
run approximately $3,300.00 on the dis- 
count market and about $700.00 higher on 
the retail market not including sales tax. The 
Compaq Computer of Houston, Texas is a 
portable computer using the same chip 
(CPU) as the IBM-PC and is fully compatible 
with it, i.e., it can use the same software. 
In many ways it is a superior machine to the 
IBM-PC and can now be purchased for as 
low as $2,500.00. A very fast Epson FX 80 
dot matrix printer (160 cps) will cost you 
about $500.00. For benchrest matches | 
would recommend the portable Compaq 
computer; Epson FX 80 printer; and the 
Lotus 1-2-3 program. You should be able 
to purchase all three on the discount market 
for not more than $3,500.00. | know its a 
lot of money but if you use the older 
micro-computers you are going to be very 
limited in what you can do. Further there is 
a large market for software and ‘‘add on’ 
hardware for the IBM-PC. | will supply my 
““models’’ to anyone interested. Just send 
a 514” double-sided, double density disc to 
me Marcy Lyons, 570 Northeast Court 
Circle, Crowley, Louisiana 70526. 
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OPTIMUM .30 CALIBER CASE CAPACITY 


FOR LEAD BULLETS

| started shooting cast bullets in 1973 
using a standard .308 Winchester, and if it 
wasn’t for reading Ken Waters ‘‘Pet Loads’’ 
article in Handloader #44, | would never 
have heard of the .308X1.5” cartridge. To 
prove to myself that the .308X1.5” is the 
best cartridge for lead bullets that we have 
to date, | decided to do an experiment. 

By using one Hart barrel for all my testing, 
| could eliminate the possibility of one barrel 
being better than another. Step two, was 
to have six special reamers made up in 
.125” increments, starting at .308X1.250” 
through .308X1.875”. All of these reamers 
had my special tapered throat .3125” to 
.300”. All testing was done in the evening 
under ideal conditions. 

My original intent was to start with the 
.308X1.250” reamer, and after 1,000 
rounds of my best loads, rechamber the 
same barrel .125” deeper until | reached the 
full .308 Win. cartridge length of 2.015”. | 
soon found that too small a case causes 
problems. The .308X1.250” case caused 
excessive pressure before | could get to 
1800 f.p.s. Using slower burning powder 
did not solve the problem, however, be- 
cause | could not get enough into the case. 
Accuracy was only fair. The .308X1.375” 
case allowed me to get to 2000 f.p.s. before 
| ran into the same problem. 


Next came the .308X1.5” case. This 
case allowed me to get 2200 f.p.s. with a 
200 grain bullet, and no pressure signs. | 
even had space for slower powders, but 
maximum velocity with accuracy was 2200. 
The .308X1.625” was next. Pressures 
were lower, but | still could not achieve 
velocities over 2200 f.p.s. with accuracy. 
Accuracy in this case size was as good as 
the .308X1.5”. 

After 1,000 rounds in the .308X1.750”, | 
could for the first time see my average 
group size open up approximately .100”. 


The .308 X 1.250” was the smallest case (left), used in Ardito’s test: The full 
size .308 Win. case (right). 
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The .308X1.875” case showed another 
increase in group size of .100”. The full size 
.308 case wasn’t any worse than the 
.308X1.875”. 

| am not saying that you cannot shoot 
small groups with the big cases, because 
| got quite a few, but for consistent small 
groups | found the 1.5” and 1.625” best. | 
will try to explain why | think this is our best 
cartridge for lead bullets. 

2200 f.p.s. seems to be the limit of any 
lead alloy bullet capable of shooting 10 shot 
groups under .600” consistently. The 
.308X1.5” case capacity is perfect in this 
respect. It will shoot a 200 grain bullet, using 
26.5 gr of RL-7, at 2200 f.p.s. utilizing 90% 
of the case capacity. This is a hot load, and 
would recommend its use only in a strong 
action like the Remington 40X or M-700. 
When you think about it, the velocity is really 
very high from such a small case, especially 
from a 200 gr bullet. The full size .308 
military match ammo, using a 173 gr bullet, 
is only 350 f.p.s. faster at 2550. 

Cast bullets with long ogives, like the 
military M118-173gr, do not shoot as 
accurate as flat or round nose bullets. The 
pointed bullet does not have as much 
bearing surface in the bore and tilts to one 
side when fired. It then travels down the 
bore and out the muzzle, out of balance. 
This happens to some extent with all lead 
bullets, and is the major reason for the one 
flier in most groups. 

To help eliminate this problem, | use a 
separate throating reamer, which is 
tapered. This same reamer is used to make 
a tapered bullet die (see sketch). The die is 
used after the bullet is cast, lubed and gas 
checked. The tapered throat, is 1.000” 
long, and starts at .3125” and goes to 
.300”. The tapered bullet, except for the 
gas check, sits in this tapered throat and is 
aligned dead center with the bore. When 
fired, there is a smooth gradual transition 
from the throat into the bore. This proce- 
dure has improved my groups more than 
anything else | have tried in the last ten 
years. This system is so consistent that if 
my 5 shot groups are bigger than .600” | 
get concerned. One ten shot group fired on 
my home range was taken to a benchrest 
match, and measured .343”. One CBA 
score target was used to shoot 5 con- 
secutive 5-shot groups, that averaged 
.278”, with the smallest being .178”. 
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There are many other things that come 
into play in order to shoot groups this small. 
These are listed below. 

Loading 

My loading technique is a little different 
than most shooters, but is the same 
whether I’m shooting for practice or in a 
National Match. All loading is done at the 
bench, during the time alloted for the match. 
| use only one case until it wears out the 
primer pocket, which usually takes all of 
2,000 shots. The reason one case lasts so 
long is | do not size the case. A hand tool 
is used to deprime and prime the case. Then 
the powder charge is thrown using a Culver 
converted Lyman measurer. Now, you are 
probably wondering how | hold the bullet in 
the case, since | told you that | do not size 
my case. My chambering reamer has a 
special neck. The standard neck diameter 
dimension is .345”. My reamers neck 
diameter is .350”. When a case is fired in 
this chamber, it expands the case neck to 
.349” on the O.D., and .3125” on the I.D. 
This allows me to seat my .3125” diameter 
bullet in the case just up to the end of the 
gas check. No hand tools are needed to 
seat the bullet into the case. It is a 
hand-push fit, and the bullet can not be 
shaken out no matter how hard you try. It 
takes less than ten seconds to load a new 
round, and | have never run out of time or 
felt rushed to complete a 10-shot group. 
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Barrels 


First, you need a benchrest quality barrel. 
| like Hart barrels the best. | find the slowest 
twist that will stabilize the bullet the best. 
| use a 1-14” twist, and to my surprise, it 
stabilizes my long 200 gr bullet at 2200 
f.p.s. A 1-12” twist would be my second 
choice. The slower twist does less harm to 
the bullet. A 1-9” twist gave me my worst 
groups. | had to drop velocity over 300 f.p.s. 
in order to get close to the same accuracy. 

Actions 

Next would be a good strong action, with 
plenty of bedding surface with no magazine 
cutout, unless it is sleeved.

| have always used wood, but have just 
received my first fiberglass stock blank, and 
will have it finished by next spring for 
testing. | think the actual bedding is more 
important than what material the stock is 
made from, but time will tell. | use Devcon 
F for bedding all my rifles.

| have yet to find anything better than 
ReLoader-7 for lead! 


Primers 


Federal Lg. pistol primers gave me the 
best accuracy. 


Bullets 


This is where most lead shooters go 
wrong. There are only a few good .30 
caliber bullet designs that can be bought off 
the shelf. The best are the RG-4, 311335, 
311299, 311284, 311290. These bullets 
are all of about the same weight, and have 
long forward bearing surfaces for support 
when fired. They all have short round or 
semi-flat noses. The forward bearing sur- 
face of the bullet should never be smaller 
than .301”. Another reason | like these long, 
heavy bullets, is they retain more of their 
velocity at 200 yd than lighter bullets do. If 
you use a lighter bullet or a bigger case, you 
do not gain anything, because the max- 
imum velocity for benchrest accuracy to 
date is 2200 f.p.s. with lead bullets. | have 
yet to find out why this is the velocity limit. 
| have used alloys harder than lead, but this 
doesn’t seem to be the answer. Barrel 
leading is not the problem, so | guess the 
lube is OK. 

| would be very interested in hearing from 
anyone who is getting 2 minute accuracy 
with lead bullets at velocities over 2200 
f.p.s.

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Other Commercial Actions For Benchrest 
As Ideas Go, It Ranked A Solid One, 


Let’s start off with a little background, for 
the sake of the Editors’ ego. In order to have 
a magazine with a fairly broad base of 
appeal, the editor has to keep coming up 
with ideas. Then, with childlike confidence, 
the editor fires a letter off to his columnists 
(who are used to putting up with this 
nonsense) and possibly a few others (who 
have been known to go off and hide under 
the bed, when their wives told them that 
they had a letter from the Editor on the 
kitchen table).

heaven, this winter I’m gonna do it. | think 
that we have been using the Remington 
action since 1950, to the total exclusion of 
any other commercial (factory) action. 
Right? But look at the big-bore shooters 
.... | mean their top-level shooters are as 
concerned with accuracy as we are, right? 
They are all using the Winchester model 70 
action, right? I’ve got an idea | want to try 
because | think that we benchrest shooters 
are just following each other in a circle. 
Everybody's afraid to experiment. Over the 
winter, Lothario, | am going to take a model 
70 action, fill in the magazine opening, 
sleeve it, find a way to get a good, light 
trigger tied up to that little feller, glue it in 
a fiberglass stock, and then we’re gonna

see if perhaps we have been missing 
something that’s been sitting right under 
our noses for many years .... yessir, I’m 
gonna build up a tack-driving varmint class 
benchrest rifle on a model 70 action, and | 
betcha it shoots like crazy’. 

Well, when we start talking that wildly, 
the waitress usually sends us all home 
anyway. But still, | think we’ve all heard the 
theory, at one time or another; possibly 
several times. | know | have, and | don’t 
think that the group | hang around with is 
any crazier than the benchrest group as a 
whole.

Dear Dave, 

In regards to your inquiry about sleeving 
Winchester 70’s and Ruger 77’s: 

To sleeve these actions, it would be 
necessary to put them on a mandrel and 
turn or grind them round. Not an easy chore 
as | have done that with a couple of Sako 
and Shilen DGA actions. A quick estimate 


would be $40 to $50 for that job. The 
problems of weight, excessive length of 
action, and trigger, or lack of it, would also 
be hard to justify. 

Harold Shipley of Alamagordo has 
“‘played’’ with a Winchester for about 10-12 
years; you might ask for his opinions. | 
heard a rumor several years ago that Ferris 
was ‘‘working’’ on a Winchester for a bench 
rifle. 

They are good hunting rifles, fine for 
silhouette shooting, and the model 70 is a 
good match rifle, but if | had a spare one 
in the cabinet, | wouldn’t try to make a 
benchrest rifle of it. 

The thing | like best about the subject is 
that you brought it up in the first place. To 
me, that is one of the big differences in P.S., 
now, as opposed to then.

HAROLD BROUGHTON 


Dear Dave, 

Boy, you really threw me one this time. 

First, let me say that I’m quite fond of the 
Ruger 77, in the area for which it was 
designed .... a hunting rifle, or a varmint 
rifle. The same goes for the venerable 
model 70. But... . andit’s really a big BUT 
.... We seem to be stretching their use- 
fulness to the breaking point if we want to 
use them as the basis for a benchrest rifle, 
and especially a varmint class benchrest 
rifle. Now, with that out of the way, I'll try 
to answer your questions: 

1) Yes, they both can be sleeved, but the 
cost of the sleeve, and the preparation of 
the action for sleeving, will run the price up 
considerably over corresponding costs for 
a Remington. The actions will need to be 
turned, and there will be a lot more time 
involved getting the sleeve made and fitted 
than when using a round action. All this 
adds up to quite a few more dollars when 
you get through. | suspect strongly that 
your sleeved action will be quite a bit heavier 
(than a sleeved Remington) when you get 
through, particularly if you use a flat-bottom 
sleeve. 

2) Neither the 77 or the Model 70 are 
made in the .220 Russian bolt-face size. 
They both can be altered to handle the task, 
but again .... more dollars. 

3) An easy one. Yes, the magazine 
opening can be blocked as easily as a 
Remington, but the minuses far outweigh 
the pluses before you are through. Either 
the 77 or Model 70 would require a lot of 
modification to install a Remington two- 
ounce trigger, which | feel is better than 
anything else available. You could, of 
course, use a Canjar trigger as is.

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4) If my memory serves me correctly, Ed 
Shilen did a Ruger action this way about ten 
or twelve years ago. 

The only action that | can think of right 
off hand that would have a bolt face halfway 
close to the PPC case is the Weatherby, set 
up for the .224 Weatherby Magnum. It is, 
| believe, about .010 smaller, and could be 
easily opened up. There wouid then remain 
the trigger problem .... 

My personal opinion is that if | HAD TO 
tackle the confounded problem that you 
raise, | would rather use the Savage action 
than either the Model 70 or Ruger 77. 

| do, however, feel that after one try with 
any of these, we would be quite proud of 
Mr. Remington and all our custom action 
makers, if even the person trying the 
venture was able to do all his own work. 
Many more times so if we had to pay 
someone else to do the work. 

To sum it all up, the established 
standards, i.e., Remington and the custom 
actions, certainly appear to be the best bet. 


RICK HORNBECK 


There is no doubt in my mind that if you 
will send a Ruger Model 77 or Winchester 
Model 70 action that you have just sitting 
around the house, perhaps being used as 
a paperweight, to any of the gents ad- 
dressed in your mailing . . . . together with 
a signed, blank check . . . . you will receive 
back, after a suitable pause, a rifle that will 
perform very creditably. Messrs. Fullmer, 
Sinclair, Davidson, Masker, Hutcherson, 
Broughton, or Audette will do it very nicely, 
and while doing so will earn every penny 
they cash that check for. They have their 
work cut out for them... . even taking into 
consideration the fact that the group you 
have addressed is one heck of an assembly 
of benchrest gunsmithing talent! 

The primary problems of the two selected 
actions, as well as others, are the same as 
we find with any commercial action. They 
just plain are not designed for our present 
day requirements. Rather like trying to tune 
up an imported compact car for the In- 
dianapolis 500. For example, the Ruger 77 
is basically very well done, but has the same 
kinds of designs and standards usual to a 
factory product. | have, in very recent 
weeks, inspected three 77’s, and in all three 
actions the locking lug contact was very 
light on the top lugs, so the same major 
correction steps that we are accustomed to 
going through with the Remington would 
again have to be done. This action also has 
damn little metal down both sides of the 
action where the magazine is enclosed. It 
certainly does make for a dandy field rifle, 
light and handy. Several that have been 


worked on by my friend, Bill Monell, of 
Monell Custom Guns, will hold under a half 
inch when properly fed and fired by the right 
gent. | suspect that some of the reasons 
why this model fires so well would be its flat 
bottom, and its unique angular front action 
screw that pulls the action down and to the 
rear. 

The Winchester model 70 action has 
been around for more years than you have 
.... and | do believe that you are getting 
a few gray hairs up top. It follows the 
Winchester 54 in basic design, which in turn 
is basically that of the Mauser 98. The 
model 70, therefore, has the same basic 
shortcomings for our application as the 
Mauser. It is quite long, heavy, and springy. 
This sounds, | guess, as if | am running 
down these three actions. Not so. The first 
registered benchrest match that | took part 
in was a Kansas state shoot. The only rifle 
in the Hornbeck gun rack at that point in my 
life that came close to a heavy varmint rifle 
was a Winchester model 70 in. .243 caliber. 
It had a heavy varmint weight barrel, and 
had been re-stocked in laminated maple 
and walnut. | don’t recall the powder used, 
but | did load the Sierra 75 grain hollow point 
bullet, with Winchester primers. The scope 
was a B & L 6-24 variable target scope, 
complete with the factory rear ring that was 
universally mistrusted by the shooters of 
that era. And, oh my, the very best in re- 
loading equipment was used; the best in the 
world. It said so right in my Herter’s catalog! 
Model Perfect, as | recall. Didn’t win a single 
relay, but somehow after the match was 
over, we found ourselves with a third place 
trophy in the grand agg. All this indicates the 
state of the art at that point in time. 

| would have to suggest a lot of soul- 
searching before sending off a pre ‘64 
model 70 to one of our gunsmiths. The darn 
things have a collectors value at the mo- 
ment that should exceed the cost of the 
most expensive custom benchrest action. 
Plus the fact that some advanced model 70 
collector just might feel that you have 
committed some form of sacrilege, and 
want your head! 

There is a good chance that any of our 
gunsmiths to whom you addressed your 
inquiry could, BY A LOT OF EXPENSIVE 
WORK, turn any good basic factory action 
into an action that will perform as well as 
one of the custom jobs. But it’s going to 
cost at least as much as a custom action, 
and probably quite a bit more. The bolt 
re-working to eliminate shortcomings, and 
modify for the PPC head will be quite a 
project unto itself. Filling the magazine is 
like fixing a hole in an auto body; looks nice, 
but it’s still there. | hope that some of our 
gunsmiths who reply will give us some idea 
of what the cost of such a project might be. 
That would probably cool off the thought of 
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such a project to no small degree. 

In my view, we would be far better 
advised to give our custom benchrest 
gunsmith the best basic parts that we can 
get our grimy little meat-hooks on, and use 
their talents in a manner fair to them, and 
capable of turning into the next world record 
shooting rifle to go out their shop door.

Dear Dave, 

The Winchester model 70 action, our 
oldest action, does have some things going 
for it, but like any mass-produced product, 
it is somewhat less than optimum for our 
needs. 

The old gunmaker will look with pleased 
interest to the several hardness points 
increase over some of the other actions; 
this, from his viewpoint, cuts down bolt 
galling in the locking lugs, as well as giving 
smooth bolt working. The present model 70 
was soft locking camms, as the receiver 
ring is apparently the only part hardened. 
Sticky camms, as well as wear on them, are 
a fact of life on present rifles. 

If you wish to sleeve it, give me an order 
for 500 sleeves, and I'll make a broach to 
do the job. | do not, however, feel that it will 
be too much of an accuracy addition. 


On the question of the bolt face adoption: 


for the PPC, a few custom bolt makers are 
providing us with excellent replacement 
bolts for the Remington action, and I’m, 
sure that we could also get them for the 
Winchester action IF THE DEMAND WERE 
THERE. 

If an order came in to single shot a Model 
70, | would fill the magazine opening with 
a solid aluminum bar, with a guide for the 
cartridge case. | would then drill holes in the 
side of the magazine housing, and epoxy it 
in with dowel pins to give a solid joint. 

There are several people making 
“bridges” for the top of model 70 actions; 
these are being used by the silhouette 
people with success, and do add greatly to 
the stiffness of the action. 

A good man with a stone, who knows 
what he is doing, can give a very usable 
trigger job to this particular action. 

The Ruger model 77, probably our most 
modern action, is also a mass produced 
item, and as such, it has its good points and 
its less-than-great points. 

The Rugers worked on in our shop delight 
me, inreference to the material that they are

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made of; several points higher than either 
Savage or Remington on the Rockwell C 
scale. The material is tough, and does not 
appear to wear or gall as much as other 
actions. 

Firing pin fall and trigger give lock time on 
the Ruger about as slow as on the Mauser. 
Today that just will not cut it. Stoning the 
trigger will certainly help, and some time 
spent getting the mass out of the firing pin 
should also help considerably. Woolf 
probably has a spring that will help also. The 
pins seen here seem to be basically okay; 
it’s just that they could use a year or so of 
Weight Watchers. 

On the Ruger, same as on the Win- 
chester, | would install a filler, pinned in with 
three dowel pins, and epoxied in as well. A 
bridge on top, also epoxied, would help the 
stiffening aspect. The cost of making a 
custom bolt for the Ruger would cost more 
than a model 70, but would not be im- 
possible; not with what custom bolts are 
costing today. 

| must admit that our shop is not at all 
enthusiastic about the Ruger trigger. We 
would have to re-work the factory item at 
the present time. If there were to be any 
great increase of the number of Rugers 
used in our world of extreme accuracy, | am 
sure that someone would come out with an 
improved trigger. 

| think that you should have mentioned 
the Savage model 110. Not too many have

come through our shop doors. The heat- 
treat on the ones checked have been very 
similar to the Remington. The trigger is its 
poorest feature, being no thing of beauty; 
it has a let off similar to the thrill of driving 
down a bumpy country road in an old auto 
whose shock absorbers have been 
removed. 

Some 25 years ago, one of our 
customers was bemoaning the fact that 
there were no benchrest rifles for left- 
handed people. Anything to keep the peace; 
we got a hold of a Savage left-hand action. 
The bolt head was removed and replace- 
ment was made for the .222 case, out of 
4140 heat-treated steel. The same thing 
could be done today, for the PPC case. We 
would send the bolt fact out for heat- 
treatment to HRC 41-45. As | remember the 
job, a 722 extractor was used. Today, we 
might work with the Savage extractor. 

Actually, it seems to me that if someone 
had the idea in his craw that he HAD TO 
use a DIFFERENT factory action, the 
Savage model 112 might be the best 
answer; its solid bottom certainly would be 
a considerable advantage. The magazine 
model would have a sleeve installed, nat- 
urally. 

The Savage trigger bothers me, as the 
time required to rework one to a sSat- 
isfactory point is becoming harder to find. 
That gosh awful barrel sleeve would of 
course be done away with. 
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I NEVER HAD A CHANCE! 


| grew up shooting. My dad saw to it that 
| had NRA rifle safety training when | was 
ten, and by the time | was twelve, | was 
getting fifty cents a head from the local dairy 
farmers for the groundhogs | cleared out of 
their pastures. 

| went away to school in western 
Pennsylvania, joined the local gun cub, and 
added competition trap shooting to the 
growing list of shooting hobbies that 
seemed to be taking over most of my 
“‘spare”’ time. As | look back now, working 
my way through college as the assistant 
manager of the local sporting goods store 
was like paying for Weight Watchers by 
getting a part time job at the donut shop! 

Every day a new ‘“‘bargain’”’ walked into 
the store, but usually | bit my lip and let them 
go by. (Especially the ones | discussed with 
my wife!) The glass bedded Parker Hale 
.243 with a 6X18 Redfield, loading dies and 
brass for a hundred and twenty-five dollars 
was too much. I’m only human! 

By the time we moved to Florida and | 
went to work for the State as a Forest 
Ranger, my loading room was top notch 
and | had added a Colt Trooper to my 
collection of ‘‘bargains’’. 

In August of 1975 a fall severely damaged 
my spinal cord and left me paralyzed from 
the chest down, with little use of my hands 
and almost no use of my fingers. My twelve 
string guitar was the first thing to go, but 
soon | realized that my 870 TB Trap was 
way too heavy and the .357 was out of the 
question. | gave the .243 to my brother- 
in-law, but decided to hang on to my re- 
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loaders. A house fire some months later 
took care of them too. 

Well, that was that. The monkey was off 
my back. After all, | didn’t HAVE to shoot. 
| could have stopped anytime on my own. 

We moved to the Kansas City area in 
1980 and my addiction to shooting was just 
a memory. Sure, sometimes on a sunny 
Saturday afternoon | found myself 
browsing through the 1978 Shooter’s Bible 
or wondering what kind of target a Kansas 
prairie dog would make at 200 yards, but 
by any real standard, | was cured. 

When my brother-in-law called up one 
weekend and said he’d been working on a 
new load for the .243 and would | like to give 
it a try, | said “‘sure’’. What could it hurt, one 
little trip out to the range? | could handle a 
few rounds without ‘‘falling off the wagon’. 
As a matter of fact, | shot pretty well off the 
sandbags, but the only reason | joined the 
club was so my brother-in-law wouldn't 
have to go out there all alone every Sat- 
urday. It wasn’t that | HAD to shoot or 
anything. 

| was in complete control. My groups 
were working their way down from 1” to the 
.750 range, but | knew | could stop anytime. 
What | didn’t know, was the kind of threat 
that lurked at the quiet little gun club in the 
eastern Kansas countryside. 

“Millcreek Rifle Club’, it sounded so 
innocent. | should have been tipped off 
when | joined, everybody was so friendly. 
And Larry Kuse, | should have known 
enough to stay clear of him, he was a 
benchrest shooter! I’d never known one 
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personally you understand, but everybody 
knows they're a few grains short of a full 
load! 

Well, my groups with the old hunting rifle 
were heading for .500” and it seemed 
harmless enough to ask Larry for some 
loading tips. Benchrest shooters might be 
crazy, but they sure can load! 

“Why don’t you try my gun?”’, he said. 

O.K., what harm could one shot do? I’ve 
always wondered what a two ounce trigger 
was like. | should have quit the minute | 
peered through that 36X scope! There was 
a sinister force reaching out for me and | 
didn’t even see my peril. | fired the gun. Oh, 
it was so slick, so tempting, but | said 
“thank you”’ and started to pull away from 
the bench. But Kuse had me right where he 
wanted me and he didn’t let up. 

“No no, go ahead and shoot a group!” 
he said. 

O.K., | can handle it. What’s a couple 
more shots gonna hurt? Everything would 
have been fine, except that my five shots 
were nestled in a .209” hole! | was losing 
control! | should have torn up my mem- 
bership card right then and there! 

“Why don’t you come out and watch the 
match next weekend?’’, he said. 

When | thought that over, it made some 
sense. Sure, Larry was a regular guy, but 
a range full of benchrest shooters? They'd 
probably be a bunch of high-dollar snobs 
and I'd be cured of this nonsense right 
quick! 

Before the match began, | rolled up and 
down behind the benches like a kid in a toy 
store! I’d never met a nicer bunch of 
shooters and | remember thinking, ‘‘l could 
have brought my wife out here!”’ | pulled 
myself together and settled in at the end of 
the line with my binoculars. Some guy | 
never saw before, walked up and handed 
me his spotting scope! | know, you’re sitting 
at home reading this and laughing at me 
‘cause you knew it all along! 

If | thought | still had any hopes of getting 
out of all this unscathed, they were dashed 
when | started talking to the guy shooting 
just to my right. | could see that if | had any 
hopes of competing, | would need a left 
hand port and probably a right handed - 
action. The ‘‘guy’’ turned out to be Sonny 
Malsby, and he assured me it would be no 
sweat. 

“Come on over to the shop and we'll see 
what we can do!’’, he said. 

Talk about your stacked deck. Let’s face 
the facts. | never had a chance! Sure, | don’t 
HAVE to shoot, but when I’m through 
saving my pennies, and Sonny puts my gun 
together, look out all you nice guys, I’m 
back!

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Letter To 
The Editor 


Dear Mr. Brennan, 

This is the first complimentary letter | 
have written to a gun editor since 1937, 
when | wrote one to Col. Whelen and The 
American Rifleman. You would have re- 
ceived this letter much sooner if | had not 
gone to the Cactus Match in Phoenix, 
where | expected to meet you in person. 
Sorry you weren't there. You missed a 
great match with a wild west wind coming 
on strong. 

As a subscriber of PS for about a dozen 
years, | feel impelled to congratulate you for 
having improved an already fine magazine. 
Under your aegis PS has become a great 
shooting journal, the only one dealing ex- 
clusively with the most fascinating topic in 
the world — except for women — the 
bench rest rifle. | know of no other source 
of periodical gun literature, not even The 
Rifleman, which can rival the brilliant 
technical expertise in both the theoretical 
and, thank God, practical art and science 
of making the world’s most accurate rifles, 
which is displayed in PS almost every issue. 
So many names come to mind: Fulmer, 
Masker, Sinclair, Walker, Hornbeck, Shilen, 
Wilson, Hart, McMillan — There are more 
— and to the list | add the name Brennan. 
One of the best articles | have ever read in 
PS was your two-part essay on the trials 
and tribulations of buying a bench rifle, 
either new or used. The piece was lucid, 
practical, realistic, logical, technically in- 
formed, and, refreshing to say, it was 
honest. Best of all, it was fascinating to 
read. | suspect that the gun editors in the 
pop journals cannot freely speak their 
opinions without painful reprisals from big 
advertisers, owners, and publishers. 

Personally | am tired of writers who hype 
their advertisers’ products but never 
honestly point out any flaws, even when 
they are serious shortcomings. The 
shooting public as a whole is largely 
ignorant of the basic fact that the big 
break-through from mediocrity to the 
super-accuracy of today’s bench rifles was 
not made by the big gun companies. It was 
not done by the defense department or the 
army. It was done by a small number of 
independently working volunteers who 
have never been justly compensated — 
either monetarily or officially — for their 
great sacrifices and achievements. Names 
come to mind, starting slowly with Dr. Mann 
and Harry Pope in the beginning, then 
accelerating rapidly in the post World War 
Il period of Whelen, Donaldson, Marciante, 
Wallack and others, such as those men- 
tioned in the preceding paragraph. Imagine

V.I.P.E. Target 


by Dermot C. Reilly 


About 30 years ago, in an attempt to make shooting scores bear a linear relation to the 
merit of the shooting, Reilly Machine Works developed the concept of the Value Inversely 
Proportional to Error (V.I.P.E.) target and designed and made plates to print a 10 scoring 
1000 yard target based on that concept. Its 10 ring was 13 mil (12”) minus bullet diameter 
(.308”), i.e.: 11.692” in diameter, and the other rings were:

In the early 1970's this target was tried out in two registered 1000 yard tournaments 
fired at Karner Range, Albany County, N.Y. and was well received. Phil Teachout wrote 
it up and published the write-up, along with a photograph by Joe Glaab, in P.S., and the 
publication evoked the interest of the U.S. Marine Corps. Although most shooters liked it, 
two significant reservations were expressed: First, it was a little too difficult for average 
conditions, and second, the multiplicity of narrow rings made it hard to score, with 


consequent slowing of pit service. 


trying to compete against guns made by our 
top craftsmen, mentioned above, with the 
typical factory-made clunker with its ‘‘Well, 
that’s close enough’ parts and PDQ as- 
sembly! Maybe the mass-production gun 
factory workers are like the assembly 
workers in the big auto plants — only the 
Wednesday product is any good, because 
on Monday and Tuesday the boys still have 
the shakes from too much paint-thinner on 
the weekend, and on Thursday and Friday 
their minds are on the next weekend's 
orgies. 

Your fine article on buying a bench gun 
got such raves from me that some of my 
cronies borrowed both of them from me (the 
two PS copies) and now | have no copies. 
Please send me two more copies with that 
article, as | wish to keep them in my library; 
enclose a bill for whatever costs are en- 
tailed. Not sure yet who pinched my two PS 
mags, but | have one suspect — a 
small-bore belly-flopper of dubious origins. 
He carries a goodly sized pocket flask of 
100 proof Old Group-Shrinker which he 
furtively nips on during matches to calm his 
nerves whenever he feels match pressure. 
“What the hell,’ he says after the match, 
“so | didn’t win any awards, but | sure as 
hell go home a lot happier than most of 
these sad-looking sober guys here. They 


look like undertakers to me.’’ I’m afraid he’s 
headed for the lowest depths of human 
degredation — probably end up as a 
shotgun shooter, or even, God forbid, as a 
pistolero. 

Seriously, | look forward to your articles 
on the history of bench shooting. Actually 
it is far older than most people realize. In 
Gould’s book, Modern American Rifles 
(1892), there are illustrations of both fixed 
and portable benchrests. In The Book of the 
Rifle, (1901) Freemantel credits the 
Americans with being the most advanced 
bench rest shooters. Apparently it never 
caught on in jolly old England. 

The Cactus Shoot was the first formal 
bench match | ever saw. | went to Phoenix 
just to observe, as | don’t own a bench gun. 
When the Saturday match ended, | met 
Walt Berger, one of the finest sportsmen 
and gentlemen | have ever met. Walt loaned 
me a .22 PPC rifle and scope and | shot the 
Sunday match, my first bench match ex- 
perience. Looks like I’m hooked now, so | 
am brooding over what kind of bench gun 
to get. Now you know why | need your two 
pieces in PS on how to go about it. Keep 
up your good work as editor of the best little 
shooting journal in the U.S.A.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Dear NBRSA Members, 

The fates have been very kind to the 
sport of benchrest shooting, from the 
viewpoint of safety and accidents. 

Virtually no sport goes very long without 
accidents, once it becomes popular. Even 
golfers, surely anon-combatative sport, are 
not immune to the hazards of sport; a 
handful of them are killed each year by 
lightning. Baseball, tennis, bowling, what- 
ever. . . .ifenough people are participating, 
in a variety of places, sooner or later 
accidents will occur. Even in a supermarket, 
over a period of time . . . . someone is going 
to get hurt .... by accident. 

It is, however, incumbent upon us to do 
all THAT IS WITHIN OUR POWER to 
minimize the dangers .... to the partici- 
pants, and those attending the match. 
Frankly, the excellent safety record of our 
sport, since its start up in 1947 has caused 
many of us to become a bit lax in our 
approach to things. We forget, at times, that 
our little piece of precision paper-punching 
equipment is still A FIREARM, and that it 
is evolved from weapons that were primarily 
designed for the taking of life. We are also 
working with smokeless powder ... . and 
while the smokeless powder of today is a 
tremendous improvement over the erratic 
and volatile predecessor, blackpowder... . 
it is still a propellant explosive. 

| would like to touch on a few areas, not 
in the interests of preaching to you, but 


rather to gently remind all of us ‘‘hey, let’s 
be careful out there’. 

First, the matter of removing a ‘‘hung up”’ 
round, a live round, that is stuck in the rifle 
chamber. We have had to adopt new 
procedures, as outlined in the President's 
Message last month, because we have had 
an accident caused by what HAD BEEN the 
usual method of clearing such around... . 
tapping it from the muzzle end with a 
cleaning rod. 

Walt Berger, our vice president, was in 
the Thunderbird Powder Company re- 
cently, and was discussing the accident 
with one of our chief engineers. Walt had 
made the observation that it was still a 
puzzle why the round had fired. The en- 
gineer replied that it was no puzzle to him, 
picked up a small amount of powder, a 
hammer, and beckoned for Walt to follow 
him out of the building. A few granules of 
powder were placed on the sidewalk, given 
a smart blow with the hammer. . . . and the 
powder promptly ignited. On the way back 
into the building, the engineer remarked, 
“and when you have powder COM- 
PRESSED, you greatly increase its sen- 
sitivity to a sharp blow’’. 

THAT is what we face, and why we have 
to take the safety procedures that we have 
just instituted in this area. They are ad- 
mittedly a bit cumbersome, but we will do 
what must be done to prevent a second 
accident .... one was one too many.

On a completely different subject, | am 
continually seeing shooters use the Wilson 
type seating die WITHOUT THE MAKER 
PROVIDED BASE PLATE. That base plate 
has a hole in it, where the primer is located, 
for safety. If you are not using the base 
plate, but rather are using a flat surface, 
such as the base of your arbor press .... 
AND YOU HAVE A “HIGH” PRIMER.... 
you are in danger of the round going off, 
with potentially serious injury resulting. If 
you are not using the base to your seating 
die .... PLEASE START DOING SO. 

Next, those little hand-priming tools that 
are in such widespread use. . . .can| make 
the suggestion that, when seating a primer 
.... point the cartridge away from you! 
That way, if the primer does go off, no great 
harm done, other than to your nerves (I 
presume you are priming an empty car- 
tridge, with no powder therein). | constantly 
see shooters doing this step with the 
cartridge a half-dozen inches from their face 
.... and pointed at their face. 

Finally, when you are working with 
gunpowder .. . . at that step in the loading 
cycle .... YOU HAVE NO BUSINESS 
SMOKING. 

Didn’t mean to preach at you, gang. It’s 
just that | want to have all of you around for 
the next match .... with your full com- 
plement of eyes, ears, and limbs. If some 
of us were becoming a little too ‘‘routine’’ 
in some of our loading . . . . let’s tighten up 
the procedures again, please.
